FOUGHT IN MANY BATTLES. 


The Twenty-second after leaving" Ra- 


cine readied Cincinnati on tho 18th of 
September and from that time during 
the rebellion they were often heard of 
in battle. Tlio experience of the regi- 
ment in Kentucky, 1862, was of such a 
character as to eiiclt much attention 
and comment at the time.- The order for 
tte return of such fugitives from labor 
as came into the camps was repugnant 
to the feelings and principles of Colonel 
UfJcy nnd his men. In response to such 
an oVder, Colonel Utley utterly refused 
to bo instrumental in returning? a colored 
man to the man who claimed to be his 
master. In this he was generally sus- 
:aincd by tho regiment. At one time 
Colonel Utley was indicted by a Ken- 
tucky court, and the sheriff was ordered 
1,0 arrest him, Tlio attempt was not 
made, however, and the regiment was al- 
lowed to depart from Kentucky without 
any disturbance.

aged man was thrown high in the air 
and the children screamed arid were let 
off the car and ran 'toward the scene of 
the accident.

A 1HGHTEOUS DECISION, 


' One of the most righteous decisions 
rendered for many years has been ren- 
dered by .Judge Tracy a St. Louis judge. 
It should be ordered by every* court of 
jurisdiction to.be duly posted in every 
street car. This decision is-to the effect 
that a street car must stop when hailed 
by passers by and no excuse accented. 
It seems a St. Louis citizen 'tried to take 
passage on two passing street cars, and 
when the third came along, he utilized 
his revolver in threatening to shoot the 
motor-man unless He stopped. The con- 
sequence was the mo'torman naturally 
stopped and the company hauled the pas- 
senger to court to ansxver the charge of 
threatening to kill. ^But the court on 
hearing tlio -testimony released 'tho citi- 
zen and hdld up the car line iu great 
shape. Tho judge in discharging the ci- 
tizen, and his words should bo cut out 
and .preserved by all citizens, said: 


"This is a serious charge—to threaten 


» motorman vrith a loaded revolver— 
but the aggravation justified Warden's 
action.

The calf 
is fed on footl to make it grow,.but not 
to fatten it, bulky so as to develop the 
digesting machinery. Have the heifer 
come into profit! at eighteen or twenty 
months old. Teach it early the way it 
should go and tjhe chances are, that it 
will go that way. Do not condemn too 
early, but weigh, test and watch care- 
fully the amount of food consumed.
